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Founders Day 


HE SIXTY-EIGHTH anniver- 

sary of the founding of Juniata 
College was celebrated in a Foun- 
ders’ Day program on April 17 
when Dr. John H. Mentzer, ’81lex, 
prominent physician of Ephrata, 
Pa., spoke on “Three Score and 
Five Years Ago.” Dr. Galen B. 
Royer, ’83, pronounced the invoca- 
tion. 


Boldly announcing that the “‘best 
times that the world ever knew are 
here now—and common property 
at that,” Dr. Mentzer reviewed the 
attractions of the past. “If the dear 
dead days are beyond recall, that’s 
all right with me. The houses were 
as drafty as a graveyard, as dark 
as a storeroom, and as unhealthy 
as a neglected cold. I’d rather have 
a new house any time and I’!] take 
all the new gadgets to go with it. 
But somebody says, ‘Can’t you see 
the beauty of those old hand- 
wrought hinges? Don’t you realize 
that sagging old front door was 
swung on by a Revolutionary gen- 
eral? What about those bent old 
beams over doors and windows, 
what about the wonderful wide 
board floors?’ Well, what about 
them? I see and appreciate their 
beauty as well as the next one but 
I don’t want to live with them be- 
cause I also hear those squeaking 
hinges, I feel blasts of air from 
those door and window crevices, 
I see the accumulated dirt and 
germs between those floor boards, 
and I] resent them all.” 


Admitting that the pessimist 
could find grave cause for despair 
in the trend of society today, Dr. 
Mentzer was confident that “there 
is light on the horizon that may 
serve to cheer and hearten. The 
greatest cause for encouragement 
is found in the fact that a growing 
number are awakening to the in- 
disputable fact that material 
means have failed; that the only 
alternative is to be found in spiri- 
tual means of turning upward the 
downward dip in the morals of the 
nations. The great fact is growing 
even in the public consciousness 
that there is a divine power which 
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is available to overcome the claims 
of evil, to turn on the light of peace 
and heal the wounds of humanity. 
When this number has increased 
sufficiently, the nations will cease 
to strive the one against the other, 
and peace will supplant war and 
pestilence.” 


Dr. Mentzer entered Juniata two 
years after its opening, but left be- 
fore graduation to study medicine, 
which he began practicing in Eph- 
rata in 1883. He is active in the 
affairs of his community, still serv- 
ing as president of the Farmers’ 
National Bank of Ephrata of which 
he was a founder in 1893.

These men 
have been in four classifications in 
relation to the draift: those under 
eighteen years of age; students 
completing training in science in 
accordance with quotas establish- 
ed by the Manpower Commission;

Under re- 
cent Selective Service rulings, no 
deferments for any man over 
eighteen will be granted, with the 
exception of those who are physi- 
cally unfit for military service. In 
the face of this circumstance, the 
enrollment of men in the future 
will be limited to those under 
eighteen years of age and those 
physically unfit.

W ILLIAM R. FLORY is the sort of person for whom 
a brilliant future was predicted when he was a stu- 
dent at Juniata from 1917 to 1921, for it was evident that 
he had the ability to sell an idea.
